I CALL TO ORDER

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Communication Plan Deadline to Homeland Security Committee

Terry Savage communicated that NRS 333 Purchasing Statute states that things have to
be bought to the Communication Plan by July 1%. He stated that he and Mark Blomstrom
agree that this deadline would not be met and that they requested to Legislature to
amend that date to October 1%, This amendment has been accepted and passed out of
committee without objection. A final version needs to be submitted to the Homeland
Security Committee in June in order for changes to be made and to make a final passage
of the modified version by September.

Mark Blomstrom noted that he met with Dr. Dale Carrison, Chair of the Nevada
Homeland Security Commission. Mark stated Dr. Carrison indicated that he supports the
amended implementation date of October 1* and that he requests a preliminary briefing
during the Homeland Security meeting on April 22.

Report on National Governor’s Association Policy Academy

Mark Blomstrom stated that the purpose of the academy was to help Governors in other
states to develop a statewide interoperability plan to improve emergency
communications. Member states are as follows: Nevada, Wisconsin, Idaho, Louisiana,
and Georgia. Mark Blomstrom, Terry Savage, Bob Wideman, Dennis Cobb, Tony DeMeo,
Chris Lake, Jim Johns, and Jim Peters went to this meeting in Atlanta. The objective of
this meeting was to share initiatives, to meet the participating states and structure an
action plan within a one-year time frame. Mark indicated that he will be writing up a
report which he will pass around and asks that the other NGA team members input into
that report to make it as accurate as possible. This report will be provided to this
steering committee. He believes that, dependant upon the information he receives from
the NGA, the report will be available for the next meeting.
